Parkside College dining hall to receive 
makeover, outdoor patio in the summer 


The $6 million 
renovation will expand 
the dining hall.

Only a year after receiving minor * 


renovations, Parkside College’s dining 
hall will undergo a $6 million renova- 
tion this summer in order to create a 
more open environment for residents. 

The dining hall received new floors 


and paint last summer, but accord- 
ing to Carol Roberts-Corb, director 
of housing and residential life at Cal 
State Long Beach, the upcoming reno- 
vation will be a complete, makeover. 
The renovation will include gutting the 
interior and changing the dining halls 
completely, Roberts-Corb said. ~ 

Thé renovation will expand the 
dining hall, connecting it to the Park- 
side Commons Office, and create an 
outside patio where students will be 
able to eat their meals, according to 
Roberts-Corb. Although the patio 
will be outside, it will include a cov- 
ering. 

The patio area will be open for! stu- 


dents to use even during the dining 
hall’s closing hours. It will have slid- 
ing doors on each side, which will be 
locked during working hours. 


“We want [the patio] to be the center - 


of life in Parkside,” Roberts-Corb said. 

The new dining hall will also in- 
clude Wi-Fi, outlets and a modern de- 
sign that incorporates the Parkside col- 
ors, burgundy and gold. The Parkside 
College emblem will also be displayed 
on one of the walls. 

The bathrooms in the Parkside Com- 
mons building will also undergo a reno- 
vation to make them more accessible

Cal: State Long Beach’s Associat- 
ed Students Inc. Senate unanimously 
passed a resolution in opposition of

caps on its first and second readings 
on March 6.

the resolution, 
which was pre- 
sented to the 
Senate by Stu- 
dents for Qual- 
ity Education.

is really to be there for the students 
and make sure we keep the cost of 
public education low,” Bolin said at 
the meeting. 

He said that working with | stu- 
dents and passing the resolution in a 
timely manner is an important goal 
for the ASI senators.

of Trustees] meeting, and it gives it a 
little bit more weight,” he said. 

The upcoming Board meetings 
will be held at the CSU Chancellor’s 
Office in Long Beach next week on 
March 19 and 20. 

Brown’s state budget. proposal, 
which was released in January, 
would provide a $250 million boost 
to the CSU budget but would also 
cap the number of total units stu- 
dents can take while receiving a state 
General Fund subsidy. 

According to the budget proposal, 
CSU undergraduate students would 
be capped at 180 units starting in fall 
2013. Within two years, atthe start of 
the fall 2015 semester, undergradu- 
ate students would then be capped 
at 150 units. If - 
students enroll 
in courses that 
exceed these unit 
caps, they would 
be required to 
pay the full cost 
of instruction. 

According to 
Brown’s budget 
proposal, the 
unit cap is meant 
to encourage on- 
time graduation, 
reduce costs for 
students and the state, and increase 
more access to courses for new stu- 
dents. 

Under the proposed unit caps, uni- 
versities may still grant case-by-case 
waivers to students who exceed the 
cap due to factors beyond their con- 
trol; allowing them to continue pay- 
ing tuition under the subsidized rate. 
However, universities would not re- 
ceive any additional state funding for

Round 1 Vatican vote: Black puff, no pope 


VATICAN CITY — The gathering 


of Roman Catholic cardinals to pick a 


new pope began Tuesday with an oath 
of secrecy and an inaugural vote that 
produced no quick winner but gave the 
prelates their first look at which candi- 
dates are garnering the most support. 

Black smoke billowed from the chim- 
ney atop the Vatican’s Sistine Chapel on 
Tuesday evening less than two hours af- 
ter the doors were shut to outsiders and 
the cardinals within prepared to cast 
ballots for the next leader of the world’s 
1.2 billion Catholics. The dark fumes 
signified an inconclusive vote, and a dis- 
appointed murmur rose from the crowd 
of thousands who had assembled in St. 
Peter’s Square in anticipation, despite 
the threat of rain and hail. 

An immediate agreement on a new 
pontiff was never likely. But the first 


vote is always important as a measure 


‘of the strength of support for particu- 


lar candidates. It also lets the cardinals 
chat and caucus informally at dinner 


and sleep on the result, to decide in’ 


the morning whether to stick to their 
original choice, switch sides or look for 
dark-horse alternatives. 

What happens in the Sistine Chapel is 
supposed to stay in the Sistine Chapel; 
even support staffers attending the 115 
cardinals have been sworn to silence on 
pain of excommunication. But attention 
before Tuesday focused on two contend- 
ers, Angelo Scola of Italy and Odilo Pe- 
dro Scherer of Brazil, as the strongest 
candidates going into the conclave. 

Whoever is chosen by at least a two- 
thirds majority — 77 votes in this case 
— will become the 266th pope, succeed- 
ing Benedict X VI, whose resignation last 


month threw the Catholic Church into 
uncertainty. He is the first pontiff to step 
down in six centuries, and leaves behind 
an institution weakened by factionalism 
in the Vatican hierarchy, a stubborn sex 
abuse scandal and challenges from other 
religions and-secularism. 

“You feel Rome is without a shep- 
herd,” said Maria Vrede Timmermans, 
35, a nun from the Netherlands. who 
waited with her sisters in St. Peter’s 
Square for the chimney to pour forth 
news. of the first vote’s outcome. “We 
are watching the Holy Spirit working, 
and it is hopefuland beautiful.” 

Vatican watchers expect a pope to 
be named within two or three days. No 
conclave of the past century has lasted 
more than five days.

classrooms.

With walls that can be written on, 
plasma screen TVs and group desks 
linked with their own interactive com- 
puters, Cal State Long Beach’s first 
active learning classroom has features 
that could suit an episode of “Star 
Trek.” 

“There are so many different types 
of devices that will help enhance the 
learning experience for students,” 
CSULB: Director of Instructional 
Technology Leslie Kennedy said. 
“When students come in this door, 
they walk in and they immediately 
sense a difference. [Everything] is 
conducive to learning. Then you say, 
“Hey, you can write on the walls.’” 

Located in room 244 of the Aca- 
demic Services building, the approxi- 
mately $244,000 -classroom became 
fully operational in August and is part 


of a larger effort on campus to cre- 
ate more student-oriented learning 
spaces, Kennedy said. Funding for 
the room comes’ from the Academic 
Affairs budget, Kennedy said. 

“The idea is that students coming 
in now are learning better in this type 
of environment as opposed to a lec- 
ture,” Kennedy said. “It’s the ‘learn by 
doing’ concept, team-based, working 
on activities in class. That’s what this 
was created for.” 

Passive learning is characterized 
by a lecture format and a rigid course 
structure that can go unchanged for 
years, according to the 2009 Human 
Resource Quarterly “Active Versus 
Passive Teaching Styles: An Empirical 
Study of Student Learning Outcomes” 
published by. Wiley Interscience. 

While most of the research is far 
from conclusive, studies show that 
active learning is at least as effective 
as passive learning, if not more so, ac- 
cording to Wiley Interscience. 

“What we are trying to do is show 

.. that you can use these tools to en- 
hance the learning experience and 
maybe to engage students a little bit 
more,” Kennedy said. 

Senior economics major Christian 
Blabagno has yet to experience the ac- 
tive learning classroom first-hand but 
said that it sounds like a much-needed 
improvement.

“T can’t see any reason it wouldn’t 
work,” Blabagno said. “I can only 


imagine getting to apply the concepts. 


right there in class rather than trying 
to learn it all out of a book. I know I'd 
pay more attention and probably even 
enjoy it. Economics lectures are bru- 
tal.” 

Due to the success of and demand 
for the active learning classroom, 
Kennedy said more active learning 
classrooms will be built. 

“This is just the beginning; it’s 
sparked a conversation,’ Kennedy 
said. “When we show it to teachers, 
they say, ‘We want’to teach in here,’ 
People keep asking, and that’s why we 
are going to do three more.” 

Two of the new classrooms will be 
located in rooms 217 and 218 of the 
College of Business and Administra- 
tion and the other will be in AS 235. 
The new active learning rooms are go- 
ing live by fall and will be university- 
scheduled classrooms that any teacher 
can reserve, although priority will be 
given to low completion courses, Ken- 
nedy said. 

“There are still classrooms that 
don’t have anything in them, but by 
the end of next year, because I man- 
age the technology in those rooms, 
we are hopefully going to have al- 
most all of them taken care of,” Ken- 
nedy said.

these students. 

The budget proposal may undergo 
changes as it goes through the legisla- 
tive process, according to CSU Spokes- 
man Erik Fallis. The May revise will 
be the next indicator of how the budget 
may change, Fallis said. 

College of Health and Human Ser- 
vices Senator Angelica Cortez-Her- 
nandez said that ASI has to look at how 
many students would be affected by the 
unit cap. 

“Last semester it was really easy to 
find students who exceeded the 120- 
unit mark, but it wasn’t likely to find 
students who were double majors or 
surpassing the 150-unit mark,” she 
said.

teu said that the unit cap affects many 
majors that have pre-requisites. 

“I_ know for one, the design major — 
all fall classes are pre-requisites for the 
spring semester, so say a student mess- 
es up a class or two in the fall,” he said. 
“[He or she] can be set back an entire 
year.” 

During the discussion in last week’s 
meeting, there were a few recommen- 
dations for ways to strengthen the reso- 
lution, such as specifying some of the 
larger majors that have higher unit re- 
quirements, listing the cost of instruc- 
tion without financial aid and adding 
recent graduation statistics in the CSU 
system. 

The senators will vote on the amend- 
ed resolution on its third and final read- 
ing today during its 3:30 p.m. meeting 
in the Stuart L. Farber Senate Cham- 
bers located in University Student 
Union room 217.

Recently, North Korea threatened to break 
the armistice with South Korea and warned they 
would employ “surgical strikes” with a nuclear 
precision weapon in an attempt to “unify” the Ko- 
rean peninsula under the Communist government. 

For those who may not know, this armistice 
is the agreement to cease fighting but not to :

Long Beach State heading home early after loss to Titans 


~ The 49ers fall 54-48 to CSUF in the first round .

IRVINE — Last year’s Cinderella 
run wasn’t meant to be repeated after 
all. 

The Long Beach State women’s 
basketball team struggled down the 
stretch and suffered a season-ending 
54-48 loss to Cal State Fullerton on 
Tuesday in the opening round of the 
Big West tournament at Bren Events 
Center. 

Expectations were high for the 

.fifth-seeded 49ers after last year’s 
surprising run in the conference tour- 
nament. The Beach upset the top two 
teams and advanced to the tourna- 
ment final as a seventh seed in 2012, 
but it wasn’t able fo recreate the same 
magic this year. 

Sophomore center Devin Hudson 
had the best game of her career with 17 
points. and 24 rebounds, but it wasn’t 


enough to salvage a disappointing per- 
formance from the rest of the 49ers. 
Hudson’s 24 rebounds set a Big West 
tournament record, as she dominated 
the post with 11 offensive and 13 defen- 
sive boards in the loss. 

Sophomore guard Lauren Spargo 
added 11 points off the bench to take 
the burden off Hudson, but the rest of 
the “Niners combined for just 20 points 
altogether. 

“We took too many quick threes 
apd missed them,” LBSU head coach 
Jody Wynn said after her team only 
managed to hit four of 25 shots from 
beyond the arc. “Our lead evaporated 
really quickly because of those quick 
threes. I’m also disappointed with 
our defensive effort in the second 
half.” 

The first half was a Sopacare af- 
fair, as LBSU’s 26.9 percent field goal 
percentage actually looked decent in 
comparison to CSUF’s abysmal 15.6 
percent shooting from the field. 

The ‘Niners went into the second 
half up 16-13, but it wasn’t long before 
the Titans took the lead. After an An- 


nie Park jumper and a pair free throws 
by Lauren Bushong, CSUF went on top. 

The Titans then put together a 7-2 
run capped by Park’s 3-pointer at the 
17:14 mark and took a 22-18 lead.
